Liberty Seated dollars 

January presentation 


January’s presentation will be on Liberty Seated 
dollars. This is a series that was issued between 
1840 and 1873, with at 
least five rarities (1870- 
S, 1851, 1852, 1871-CC 
and 1873-CC). Forty-four 
coins, excluding the 1858 
proof-only coin, consti¬ 
tute the set. To illustrated 
their rarity, the cumulative 
number of seated dollars 
(NGC and PCGS pops.) 
for the rarest 32 issues of Seated dollars totals less 
than the total certified 1893-S Morgan silver dollar. 
The presentation will focus on the rarity of the dol¬ 
lars in this series, along with die markers of some 
of the rarities to ensure one has a genuine example.

November presentation 

Love Tokens, which aren’t necessarily about love, 
date to 16th century Europe, Dan C said during a 
November presentation on one of his favorite top¬ 
ics. They were particulary popular at the end of the 
17th century when England issued gigantic cart- 
wheet 2 pence pieces - a large canvas for engravers 
to work. While most love tokens are worth only a 
few dollars each, love tokens engraved by English 
prisoners on their way to exile in Australia can be 
pricey. 

During the U.S. Civil War love tokens “became 
the rage,” as soldiers and back-home lovers used 
them as memotoes of their affection. 

Seated Liberty dimes are the most popular host 


coins for love tokens, accounting for about half of all 
such items. They were a soft metal and easy to obtain. 
“They were the coin of the time to be used, “ he said. 

At the Columbian Exposition in 1893, he said, en¬ 
gravers charged double face to engrave messages on 
commemoriatve half dollars. 

Dan displayed choice items from his collection, in¬ 
cluding a 25-inch belt made from Peace dollars about 
1950.-
